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Highlights 


Alberta 

°  In  the  fourth  quarter,  housing  starts  increased  64%  to  2,650  units  from 
1,614  for  1984.    Total  starts  for  1985  jumped  by  14%  to  8,337  units,  the 
first  time  a  year-to-year  increase  has  been  recorded  since  1981. 

Urban  Alberta 

°  Housing  starts  in  January  reached  536  units,  a  90%  increase  from  282 
units  in  January  1985.    This  marks  the  seventh  consecutive  month  that  a 
significant  year-to-year  increase  has  been  reported. 

°  Only  Ft.  McMurray  and  Lloydminster  recorded  decreases  in  housing  starts 
in  January. 

°  Units  under  construction  in  January  increased  5%  from  the  month  before  to 
2,533  units,  of  which  15%  or  380  were  apartment  units. 

°  The  number  of  building  permits  issued  in  Urban  Alberta  continues  its 
upward  trend  which  began  in  June  1985.  January's  510  permits  issued 
represent  an  increase  of  113%  over  the  same  period  last  year. 

Cal gary 

8  Calgary's  starts  amounted  to  225  units  (all  single  family)  in  January,  a 

jump  of  91%  in  comparison  to  a  year  ago. 
°  Housing  under  construction  increased  again  to  1,257  units  from  1,189  the 

month  before.    However,  inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied 
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housing  continued  to  experience  a  downward  slide  to  only  100  units  last 

month  while  the  rate  of  absorption  remained  at  a  very  high  level  of  66%. 
°  257  building  permits  were  issued  in  January,  a  near  4  fold  (295%) 

increase  over  last  year. 
°  The  resale  housing  market  continued  to  be  extremely  active  with  1,229 

residential  units  sold  during  the  month,  22%  higher  than  in  January 

1985. 

°  The  average  resale  house  price  increased  to  $83,691  from  $81,154  in 
December.    The  new  house  price  index  continued  to  show  an  upward  movement 
to  86.7  in  December. 

Edmonton 

°  Edmonton's  housing  starts  rose  by  150%  over  the  previous  year  to  225 
units.    Multiples  accounted  for  25%  (57  units)  of  the  total. 

°  Housing  under  construction  also  increased  to  823  units,  up  7%  from  771 
the  month  before.    However,  inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied 
units  decreased  further  to  only  140  with  a  continuing  high  rate  of 
absorption. 

°  In  the  resale  market,  the  number  of  houses  sold  rose  a  modest  6%  to  547 

units  over  January  1985. 
°  However,  the  average  selling  price  last  month  dropped  to  $68,999,  the 

lowest  level  in  a  number  of  years.    The  new  house  price  index  remained 

fairly  steady  at  81.3  in  December.

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Highlights 


Urban  Alberta 

°  Housing  starts  1n  February  dropped  22%  from  the  month  before  to  421 
units,  but  still  90%  ahead  of  last  year's  level.    This  marks  the  eighth 
consecutive  month  that  a  significant  year-to-year  increase  has  been 
reported. 

°  Total  starts  for  the  first  two  months  increased  90%  to  959  units  from 

504  for  1985.    Singles  jumped  by  98%  while  multiples  rose  38%. 
0  Units  under  construction  in  February  increased  again  from  the  preceding 

month  to  2,529  units,  of  which  15%  or  377  were  apartment  units. 
°  The  number  of  building  permits  issued  in  Urban  Alberta  continues  to  trend 

strongly  upward  to  663  units  1n  February,  up  182%  over  the  same  period 

last  year. 

Calgary 

°  Calgary's  starts  increased  sharply  last  month  to  177  units,  a  jump 

of  142%  1n  comparison  to  a  year  ago. 
°  Total  starts  to  date  increased  110%  to  402  units  from  191  for  1985.  Only 

2  multiples  were  started  for  the  first  two  months  of  the  year.  Single 

family  starts  increased  115%  over  last  year. 
°  Housing  under  construction  remained  at  1,231  units  1n  February.  However, 

inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  housing  continued  to 
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experience  a  downward  slide  to  only  97  units  last  month  while  the  rate  of 
absorption  remained  at  a  very  high  level  of  66%. 
°  Building  permits  increased  to  265  units  in  February,  an  increase  of  157% 
over  last  year. 

°  The  resale  housing  market  continued  to  be  very  active  with  1,038 

residential  units  sold  during  the  month,  although  this  level  of  sales  was 

slightly  lower  than  February  1985. 
°  The  average  resale  house  price  increased  again  to  $84,681  from  $83,691  in 

January.    The  new  house  price  index  jumped  sharply  to  89.2  in  January,  up 

2.9%  in  one  month. 

Edmonton 

°  Edmonton's  housing  starts  fell  13%  from  the  previous  month  to  195  units, 

but  still  68%  higher  than  February  1985. 
°  Total  starts  to  date  rose  by  104%  compared  to  the  same  period  1985,  both 

single  and  multiple  family  starts  showed  increases. 
°  Housing  under  construction  continued  to  Increase  to  854  units,  up  4%  from 

823  the  month  before.    Inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  units 

also    increased  to  157  units  while  the  rate  of  absorption  slid  to  49% 

compared  to  56%  the  month  before. 
°  In  the  resale  market,  the  number  of  houses  sold  dropped  2%  over  the  same 

month  last  year  to  709  units. 
0  The  average  selling  price  last  month  continued  to  drop  to  $68,253,  so  far 

the  lowest  level  in  a  number  of  years.    However,  the  new  house  price 

index  showed  an  upward  movement  to  83.5  in  January.

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Highlights 


Urban  Alberta 

°  Housing  starts  in  March  increased  from  the  previous  year  to  552  units, 
up  195%  from  187  units  in  March  1985.    This  marks  the  nineth  consecutive 
month  that  a  significant  year-to-year  increase  has  been  reported. 

0  Total  starts  for  the  first  quarter  increased  119%  to  1,511  units  from  691 
for  1985.    Singles  jumped  by  121%  while  multiples  rose  100%. 

°  Units  under  construction  in  March  increased  again  from  the  preceding 
month  to  2,537  units,  of  which  13%  or  333  were  apartment  units. 

°  The  number  of  building  permits  issued  in  Urban  Alberta  dropped  12%  from 
the  month  before  to  583  units,  but  still  22%  ahead  of  last  year's  level. 

Calgary 

°  Calgary's  starts  continued  to  increase  sharply  last  month  to  251  units 
(all  single  family),  a  jump  of  280%  in  comparison  to  a  year  ago. 

°  Total  starts  to  date  increased  154%  to  653  units  from  257  for  1985.  Only 
2  multiples  were  started  for  the  first  quarter  of  this  year.  Single 
family  starts  increased  158%  over  last  year. 

°  Housing  under  construction  increased  marginally  to  1,258  units  from  1,231 
the  month  before.    For  the  first  time  in  many  months,  inventory  of  newly 
completed  and  unoccupied  housing  showed  an  upward  movement  to  150  units 
from  97  in  February. 
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°  Building  permits  however  decreased  to  237  units  (227  singles  and  10 
semis)  in  March,  down  11%  from  the  preceding  month,  but  up  10%  over  the 
same  month  last  year. 

°  In  the  resale  market,  only  702  residential  units  were  sold  during  the 
month,  a  drop  of  37%  compared  to  March  1985.    The  ratio  of  sales  to 
listings  also  dropped  sharply  to  .25,  the  lowest  level  in  a  number  of 
months. 

°  However,  the  average  resale  house  price  continued  to  increase  to  $85,268 
from  $84,681  in  February.    The  new  house  price  index  also  continued  the 
upward  trend  to  90.1  in  February,  up  10%  from  February  1985. 

Edmonton 

°  Edmonton's  housing  starts  improved  sharply  to  207  units  last  month,  up 

130%  over  March  1985. 
°  Total  starts  to  date  rose  by  112%  to  627  units  from  1985  figure  of  296; 

both  single  and  multiple  family  starts  showed  increases. 
°  Housing  under  construction  continued  to  increase  to  886  units,  up  4%  from 

855  the  month  before.    Inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  units 

increased  slightly  to  157  units  with  the  rate  of  absorption  also 

increased  to  53%  compared  to  49%  the  month  before. 
°  Resale  housing  market  activities  decreased  again  last  month  with  only 

555  units  sold,  down  25%  over  the  same  month  last  year.    The  ratio  of 

sales  to  listings  dropped  to  .34,  the  lowest  in  more  than  a  year. 
°  However,  the  average  selling  price  increased  to  $74,085  last  month,  up  9% 

over  February.    The  new  house  price  index  continued  to  show  an  upward 

movement  to  85.0  in  February.

Highlights 


Alberta 

°  In  the  first  quarter,  housing  starts  jumped  sharply  to  1,809  units,  up 
107%  from  873  for  1985,  This  marks  the  third  consecutive  quarter  that 
a  year  to  year  increase  has  been  recorded. 

Urban  Alberta 

°  Housing  starts  in  April  continued  to  increase  from  the  previous  year 

to  557  units,  a  61%  increase  from  347  units  in  April  1985. 
°  Total  starts  to  date  rose  by  99%  to  2,069  units  compared  to  1,038  in 

1985.    Both  singles  and  multiples  were  up  98%  and  110%  respectively. 
°  However,  units  under  construction  in  April  fell  8%  from  the  month 

before  to  2,344  units.    Only  4%  or  82  were  apartment  units. 
°  For  the  first  time  since  June  1985,  the  number  of  building  permits 

issued  in  Urban  Alberta  dropped  13%  to  527  units  in  comparison  with  603 

units  a  year  ago. 

Calgary 

°  Calgary's  starts  dropped  23%  from  the  preceding  month  to  193  units  (all 
single  family),  but  still  154%  ahead  of  last  years  level. 

°  Total  stari  -  for  the  first  4  months  also  rose  by  1  '!%  to  846  units  from 
333  for  1985.    So  far,  only  2  multiples  were  started.    Single  family 
starts  increased  157%  over  last  year. 
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°  For  the  first  time  in  many  months,  housing  under  construction  fell  13% 

from  the  previous  month  to  1,093  units.    However,  inventory  of  newly 

completed  and  unoccupied  units  continue  to  trend  strongly  upward  to  343 

units  compared  to  150  in  March. 
°  Building  permits  decreased  to  182  units  in  April,  down  23%  over  the 

same  month  last  year. 
°  In  the  resale  market,  the  number  of  houses  sold  dropped  27%  over  April 

1985  to  933  units. 
0  However,  the  average  selling  price  continued  to  increase  to  $85,863 

from  $85,268  in  March.    The  new  housing  price  index  also  continued  to 

show  an  upward  movement  to  90.8  in  March. 

Edmonton 

°  Edmonton's  222  starts  last  month  were  11%  higher  than  April  1985. 

0  Total  starts  to  date  increased  by  71%  to  849  units  compared  to  496  in 

1985.    Singles  were  up  by  67%  while  multiples  jumped  by  136%. 
°  Housing  under  construction  increased  marginally  to  891  units  from  886 

units  in  March.    However,  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  housing 

decreased  slightly  to  152  units  while  the  rate  of  absorption  reached  a 

yearly  hi  gh  of  60%. 
°  In  the  resale  market,  the  number  of  houses  sold  during  the  month 

increased  to  652  units,  but  still  15%  below  last  years  level. 
°  The  average  selling  pr1  ,e  last  month  was  $73,403,  down  from  $74,085  in 

March,  but  $1,500  higher  than  the  April  1985  average  price.    The  new 

housing  price  index  continued  the  upward  trend  to  85.2  in  March.

Urban  Alberta 

°  Housing  starts  dropped  to  496  units  in  June,  after  eleven  months  of 
continuous  increase.    This  translates  to  11%  decreased  from  June  1985 
fi  gure  of  558. 

°  Total  starts  to  date,  however,  increased  54%  to  3,211  units  from  2,089 

for  1985.    Both  singles  and  multiples  family  starts  showed  increases. 
0  Only  Ft.  McMurray  and  Lloydminster  recorded  decreases  in  housing  starts 

for  the  first  6  months  of  this  year. 
°  Units  under  construction  in  June  also  decreased  from  last  month  to  2,154, 

of  which  only  3%  or  72  were  apartment  units. 
0  The  number  of  building  permits  issued  in  Urban  Alberta  continues  to  trend 

downward  to  438  units  in  June,  a  decline  of  30%  over  the  same  period  last 

year. 

Calgary 

0  Calgary's  starts  fell  sharply  to  159  units  last  month,  down  43%  from  the 
preceeding  month,  but  still  5%  higher  than  June  1985  levels. 

°  Total  starts  for  the  year  increased  by  87%  to  1,286  units  from  687  for 
1985.    Single  family  starts  rose  by  82%  while  multiples  jumped  860%. 

0  Housing  under  construction  continued  to  i    reas.1  to  1,002  units  from 
1,084  the  month  before.    However,  inventory  of  newly  completed  and 
unoccupied  units  increased  to  374  units  while  the  rate  of  absorption  slid 
to  35%  compared  to  46%  the  month  before.

0  In  the  reale  market,  the  number  of  houses  sold  during  the  month  increased 
to  1,147  units,  but  still  13%  below  last  year's  level. 

°  The  average  selling  price  continued  to  show  an  upward  trend  to  $91,524, 
the  highest  level  since  July  1984.    But  the  new  housing  price  index 
declined  again  to  90.5  in  May. 

Edmonton 


°  For  the  first  time  in  many  months,  Edmonton's  starts  dropped  from  the 
previous  year  to  212  units,  down  32%  from  313  units  in  June  1985. 

°  Total  starts  to  date,  however,  increased  32%  compared  to  the  same  period 
1985  to  1,313  units.    Single  family  units  were  up  37%  while  multiples 
were  down  17%  from  last  year. 

°  Units  under  construction  declined  14%  from  the  month  before  to  787  units. 
However,  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  housing  increased  to  225  units 
despite  a  continuing  high  rate  of  absorption  (60%). 

0  In  the  resale  housing  market,  the  number  of  houses  sold  increased 
slightly  over  the  same  month  last  year  to  857  units.    The  ratio  of  sales 
to  listings  also  increased  to  .55  compared  to  .45  last  month. 

°  The  average  selling  price  last  month  was  $78,503,  down  from  $78,837  in 
May,  but  $305  higher  than  the  June  1985  average  price.    The  new  housing 
price  index  still  showed  a  slight  increase  to  85.3  in  May.

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Highlights 


Alberta 

°  In  the  second  quarter,  housing  starts  increased  by  35%  from  1,723  in  1985 
to  2,322  in  1986.    This  marks  the  fourth  consecutive  quarter  that  a  year 
to  year  increase  has  been  recorded. 

Urban  Alberta 

°  Housing  starts  in  July  decreased  further  from  the  previous  year  to  534 

units,  down  21%  from  674  units  in  July  1985. 
°  Total  starts  to  date,  however,  increased  36%  to  3,745  units  from  2,763 

for  1985.    Single  family  starts  rose  by  31%  while  multiples  jumped  84%. 
°  Housing  under  construction  in  July  also  decreased  from  the  month  before 

to  2,011,  of  which  only  3%  or  65  were  apartment  units. 
°  After  three  straight  months  of  decline,  the  number  of  building  permits 

issued  in  Urban  Alberta  increased  9%  from  last  year  to  723  units. 

Cal gary 

°  Calgary's  starts  fell  again  to  146  units  last  month,  down  38%  in. 

comparison  to  a  year  ago. 
°  However,  total  starts  for  the  year  still  increased  by  55%  to  1,432  units 

from  921  for  1985.    56  multiples  were  started  for  the  first  seven  months 

of  this  year  compared  to  only  5  for  1985. 
°  Housing  under  construction  decreased  sharply  to  798  units  from  1,001  the 

month  before.    Inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  housing  also 
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decreased  (by  13%  to  327  units),  a  reflection  of  the  continuing  high  rate 
of  absorption. 

°  Building  permits  increased  to  430  units  in  July,  up  189%  from  the 

preceeding  month,  and  up  67%  from  the  same  month  last  year.  Multiples 

accounted  for  two  thirds  of  the  430  units. 
°  In  the  reale  market,  the  number  of  houses  sold  dropped  25%  over  July  1985 

to  1,013  units.    The  ratio  of  sales  to  listings  also  dropped  to  .47 

compared  to  .67  last  year. 
°  The  average  selling  price  decreased  6%  to  $86,305  from  $91,524  last 

month.    However,  the  new  housing  price  index  increased  to  90.9  in  June 

after  two  straight  months  of  decline. 

Edmonton 

°  Edmonton  housing  starts  amounted  to  288  units  last  month,  a  19%  increase 
from  July  1985.    Multiples  accounted  for  32%  (93  units)  of  the  total. 

°  Total  starts  to  date  rose  by  25%  to  1,601  units  compared  to  1,237  in 
1985. 

°  Housing  under  construction  also  increased  to  836  units  from  787  units  in 
June.    Newly  completed  and  unoccupied  housing  dropped  sharply  to  175 
units  while  the  rate  of  absorption  reached  a  yearly  high  of  62%. 

°  The  resale  housing  market  continued  to  be  extremely  active.  Sales  last 
month  were  9%  higher  than  in  July  1985.  The  ratio  of  sales  to  listings 
reached  a  yearly  high  to  .62  last  month. 

°  Despite  the  increase  in  sales,  the  average  resale  house  price  decreased 
again  to  $74,882  from  $78,503  last  month.    However,  the  new  housing  price 
index  continued  to  show  an  upward  movement  to  85.7  in  June.

Urban  Alberta 

°  Housing  starts  in  August  declined  22%  to  489  units  from  623  in  August  of 

1985.    This  marks  the  third  consecutive  month  that  a  year  to  year 

decrease  has  been  recorded. 
°  However,  total  starts  to  date  increased  25%  to  4,234  units  from  3,386  a 

year  ago.    Single  family  starts  were  up  19%  while  multiples  were  110% 

higher  than  last  year. 
°  Housing  under  construction  in  August  decreased  again  to  1,918  units  from 

2,011  the  month  before,  a  drop  of  19%  compared  to  August  1985. 
°  The  number  of  building  permits  issued  in  Urban  Alberta  continued  to  trend 

downward  to  545  units  in  August,  down  12%  over  the  same  period  last  year. 

Cal gary 

°  For  the  second  straight  month,  Calgary's  starts  declined  over  the  same 
period  last  year.    Total  starts  of  176  units  in  August  were  28%  below 
last  year 1 s  level  . 

°  Total  starts  for  the  year  are  still  ahead  of  last  year's  level  by  38% 
(1,608  units  compared  to  1,164  for  1985)  due  to  increases  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year.    102  multiples  were  started  for  the  first  eight 
months  of  this  year  compared  to  only  7  for  1985. 

°  Housing  under  construction  decreased  slightly  to  771  units  from  797  the 
month  before.  Inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  housing  also 
decreased  to  285  units  despite  a  fairly  high  rate  of  absorption. 

°  Building  permits  fell  to  172  units  (169  singles  and  3  multiples)  in 
August,  down  38%  over  the  same  month  last  year. 
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°  Resale  housing  market  activities  decreased  again  last  month  with  997 

units  sold,  down  24%  over  August  1985. 
°  The  average  selling  price  also  decreased  to  $84,905  from  $86,305  last 

month.    The  new  housing  price  index  remained  at  90.9  in  July. 

Edmonton 

°  Edmonton's  housing  starts  in  August  (213  units)  were  28%  lower  than  in 

the  same  period  last  year. 
°  Total  starts  to  date,  however,  still  showed  an  18%  increase  to  1,814 

units  compared  to  1,533  in  1985.    Both  single  and  multiple  family  starts 

showed  increases. 

°  Housing  under  construction  dropped  to  797  units  from  836  units  in  July. 
However,  inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  units  increased 
to  190  units  while  the  rate  of  absorption  slid  to  55%  compared  to  62%  the 
month  before. 

°  In  the  resale  market,  the  number  of  houses  sold  dropped  13%  over  August 

1985  to  711  units.    The  ratio  of  sales  to  listings  also  dropped  to  .52 

compared  to  .61  last  year. 
°  However,  the  average  resale  house  price  increased  to  $79,176  from  $74,882 

last  month.    The  new  housing  price  index  remained  at  85.7  in  July,  after 

several  months  of  increases.

Urban  Alberta 

0  For  the  fourth  straight  month,  housing  starts  in  September  declined  fron 
the  previous  year  to  437  units,  down  40«  from  727  units  in  September 
1985. 

0  However,  total  starts  to  date  are  still  14%  higher  than  September  1985. 

Both  singles  and  multiples  were  up  9%  and  74%  respectively. 
0  Housing  under  construction  in  September  continued  to  decrease  to  1,880 

units  from  1,907  the  month  before,  a  drop  of  22%  compared  to  the  same 

period  last  year. 

0  After  five  straight  months  of  declined,  the  number  of  building  permits 
issued  in  Urban  Alberta  jumped  8%  from  last  year  to  722  units.  Total 
building  permits  to  date  are  7%  ahead  of  last  year. 

Cal gary 

°  Calgary's  starts  dropped  to  169  units  last  month,  a  40%  decrease  from 
September  1985. 

°  Total  starts  for  the  year,  however,  increased  by  23%  to  1,777  units  from 
1,447  for  1985.    Singles  family  starts  increased  by  15%  while  multiples 
jumped  1586%. 

0  Housing  under  construction  decreased  further  to  733  units  from  770  the 
month  before.     Inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  housing  also 
decreased  to  262  units  with  no  change  in  the  rate  of  absorption. 

°  Building  permits  jumped  sharply  to  388  units  in  September,  up  93%  over 
the  same  month  last  year.    Multiples  accounted  for  68%  (266  units)  of  the 
total .

°  The  resale  housing  market  continued  to  be  fairly  active  last  month  with 
1,006  units  sold,  but  still  7%  below  last  year's  level. 

°  The  average  selling  price  also  increased  to  $86,640  from  $84,905  last 
month.    For  three  consecutive  months,  the  new  housing  price  index 
remained  at  90.9  in  August. 

Edmonton 

°  Edmonton's  housing  starts  fell  13%  compared  to  the  previous  months  to  186 
units  in  September,  and  down  33%  compared  to  September  1985. 

0  Total  starts  to  date,  however,  still  showed  a  10%  increase  to  2,000  units 
compared  to  1,811  in  1985.  Both  single  and  multiple  family  starts  showed 
i  ncreases  . 

0  Housing  under  construction  dropped  2%  from  the  month  before  to  782  units. 
Inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  units  also  decreased  to  only 
162  units. 

0  In  the  resale  market,  the  number  of  houses  sold  during  the  month 
increased  to  774  units,  but  still  4%  below  last  year's  level. 

°  The  average  selling  price  last  month  was  $76,262,  down  from  $79,176  in 
August,  but  $3,000  higher  than  the  September  1985  average  price.    The  new 
housing  price  index  showed  a  slight  increase  to  86.0  in  August.

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Highlights 


A1 berta 

°  In  the  third  quarter,  housing  starts  dropped  32%  to  2,112  units  from 
3,091  for  1985,  the  first  time  a  year-to-year  decrease  has  been  recorded 
since  the  third  quarter  of  1985. 

Urban  Alberta 

°  For  the  fifth  straight  time  this  year,  housing  starts  in  October  declined 
from  last  year  to  512  units,  a  decrease  of  27%  from  699  units  in 
October  1985. 

°  However,  total  starts  to  date  are  still  8%  higher  than  October  1985. 

Both  singles  and  multiples  were  up  3%  and  75%  respectively. 
°  Housing  under  construction  in  October  decreased  again  from  last  month  to 

1,711  units,  of  which  18%  or  306  were  apartment  units. 
°  The  number  of  building  permits  issued  in  Urban  Alberta  dropped  30%  over 

the  same  period  last  year  to  452  units.    Despite  this,  total  building 

permits  to  date  are  still  3%  ahead  of  last  year's  level. 

Cal gary 

°  Calgary's  starts  decrease  again  to  176  units  last  month,  down  43% 

compared  to  the  same  month  last  year. 
°  Total  starts  for  the  year,  however,  increased  by  12%  to  1,953  units  from 

1,751  for  1985.    Singles  family  starts  increased  by  5%  while  multiples 

jumped  650%. 
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°  Housing  under  construction  decreased  further  to  681  units  from  733  the 

month  before.    Inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  housing  also 

decreased  to  253  units  with  a  slight  increase  in  the  rate  of  absorption. 
0  Building  permits  dropped  sharply  to  139  units  in  October,  a  38%  decrease 

from  the  same  period  last  year. 
°  In  the  resale  housing  market,  the  number  of  houses  sold  dropped  24%  over 

October  1985  to  947  units.    The  ratio  of  sales  to  listings  also  dropped 

to  .51  compared  to  .66  last  year. 
°  The  average  selling  price  also  decreased  to  $85,695  from  $86,640  last 

month.    For  the  first  time  in  three  months,  the  new  housing  price  index 

showed  a  marginal  increase  to  91.0  in  September. 

Edmonton 

°  Edmonton's  238  starts  last  month  were  5%  lower  than  October  1985. 
°  Total  starts  to  date,  however,  rose  by  9%  to  2,238  units  compared  to 
2,062  in  1985. 

0  Housing  under  construction  fell  9%  from  the  month  before  to  711  units. 
However,  inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  units  increased 
slightly  to  165  units  while  the  rate  of  absorption  reached  a  yearly  high 
of  65%  . 

°  In  the  resale  market,  the  number  of  houses  sold  dropped  16%  over  the  same 

month  last  year  to  631  units. 
°  The  average  selling  price  also  dropped  to  $73,690  from  $76,262  last 

month.    The  new  housing  price  index  increased  marginally  to  86.1  in 

September .

Urban  Alberta 

°  Housing  starts   in  November  continued  to  decrease  from  the  preceding  year 

to  565  units,  down  25^  from  751  units   in  November  1985. 
0  Total  starts  to  date,  however,  are  up  J>%  over  the  previous  year. 

Multiples  jumped  108^  while  singles  dropped  3?. 
°  Housing  under  construction   in  November   increased  from  the  month  before  to 

1,784  units,  but  2Q%  behind   last  year's  levels. 
°  The  number  of  building  permits   issued  in  Urban  Alberta  jumped  J>5%  from 

October  to  603  units;  this  represents  a  5%  increase  compared  to  the  same 

period  last  year. 

Calgary 

°  Calgary's  starts  rose  63%  to  286  units   last  month,  but  fell  1 5£  in 

comparison  with  336  units  a  year  ago. 
8  Total   starts  for  the  year  are  still  1%  higher  than  November  1985.  This 

is  due  entirly  to  sharp   increases  (by  1,1455?)   in  multiple  units. 
°  For  the  first  time  in  many  months,  housing  under  construction  showed 

an  upward  movement  to  721  units  from  681  the    month  before.  However, 

inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  housing  decreased  marginally 

to  251  units  with  a  slight  increase  in  the  rate  of  absorption. 
0  Building  permits  jumped  sharply  ( 1 7655 )  to  383  units   in  November. 

Multiples  accounted  for  1\%  (271  units)  of  the  total.    Total  building 

permits  to  date  are  \&%  ahead  of   last  year. 


0  In  the  resale  market,  only  730  houses  were  sold  during  the  month,  down 

33%  over  November  1985. 
0  However,  the  average  selling  price  increased  to  $87,658  from  $85,695  the 

month  before.    The  new  housing  price  index  also  showed  a  slight  increase 

to  91 . 1    in  October  . 

Edmonton 

0  Edmonton's  housing  starts  continued  to  decline  last  month  to  193  units, 

down  29%  compared  to  the  same  month   last  year. 
0  Total   starts  to  date,  however,  still   showed  a  4%  increase  to  2,431 

compared  to  2,332  in  1985. 
8  Despite  the  recent  decreases   in  starts,  housing  under  construction 

increased  A%  from  the  month  before  to  736  units.    However,   inventory  of 

newly  completed  and  unoccupied  units  dropped  to  147  units  with  the  rate 

of  absorption  also  dropped  to  56%  compared  to  65^  in  October. 
0  Resale  housing  market  activities  fell   again   last  month  with  only  496 

units  sold,  so  far  the   lowest  level   since  December  1984. 
0  The  average  selling  price  continued  to  drop  to  $72,275  from  $73,690  last 

month  while  the  new  housing  price  index  increased  marginally  to  86.2  in 

October .

0  For  the  first  time  in  7  months,  housina  starts   in  December   increased  31  % 

to  629  units  compared  to  481   in  1985. 
0  Total   starts  for  the  year  1986  increased  by  6%  to  6,378  units  from  6,044 

for  1985.    Multiples  were  up  198^,   however,  single  family  units  were  down 

6%  from  last  year. 

0  Only  Ft.  McMurray,  Leduc  and  Lloydminster  recorded  decreases   in  housinq 
starts   in  1986. 

°  Units  under  construction   in  December  rose  14*?  from  the  month  before  to 
2,043  units,  of  which  35^  or  714  were  apartment  units. 

°  The  number  of  building  permits  issued  in  December  dropped  33^  over  the 
same  period   last  year  to  only  305  units,  the   lowest   level    in  more  than  a 
year.     However,  the  yearly  building  permit  total   of  6,407  was  a  slight 
increase  from  6,386  for  1985. 

Ca I gary 

°  Calqary's  starts   increased  sharply   last  month  to  442  units,  a  jump  of  9 1 ^ 
over  December  1985. 

0  Total   starts  for  the  year  also  increased,  by  16£  to  2,681  units  from 
2,318  for  1985.     567  multiples  were  started  during  1986  compared  to  only 
24  in  1985.     Single  family  starts,  however,  dropped  8^  over  1985. 

°  Housing  under  construction  fell  to  1,052  units,  12*5  lower  than  1985 

levels  (1,189).     Inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied  continued  to 
trend  downward  to  227  units  as  was  the  rate  of  absorption  which  slid  to 
37*?  compared  to  49*6  the  month  before.

°  Only  92  building  permits  were  issued  in  December,  the   lowest  for  the 
year.    However,  total  building  permits  for  1986  were  still  ]2t  ahead  of 
last  year' s   level s. 

0  Resale  housina  market  activity  fell   again   last  month  with  only  596  units 

sold,  down  33%  over  December  1985. 
°  The  average  selling  price   last  month  was  $85,220,  down  from  $87,658  in 

November,  but  $4,066  higher  than  the  December  1985  average  price.  The 

new  house  price  index  continued  to  show  an  upward  trend  to  91.2  in 

November .

0  Edmonton's  housing  starts  experienced  an  seasonal   decrease  over  the 

previous  month  to  130  units   in  December,  all  of  which  were  sinqle  family 
homes . 

°  Total   starts  for  1986  rose  by  a  meagre  \%  to  2,561  units  from  the  1985 
figure  of  2,528.    Multiples  jumped  98?  while  singles  dropped  3^. 

0  Housing  under  construction  continued  to  decrease  to  692  units,  down  6% 
from  736  the  month  before.     Inventory  of  newly  completed  and  unoccupied 
units  dwindled  to  only  128  units  with  a  continuing  high  rate  of 
absorption. 

°   In  the  resale  market,  the  number  of  houses  sold  dropped  17*  over  the  same 
month   last  year  to  438  units.     Total   sales  for  1986  also  dropped  9%  over 
1985. 

0  However,  December's  average  selling  Drice  of  $73,302  was  an   increase  from 
both  the  December  1985  and  November  1986  average  price.     The  new  housing 
price   index  also  continued  the  upward  trend  to  86.7  in  November,  a  7* 
increase  from  November  1985.
